PRICE OF GASOLINE 
IN TEXAS IS HIGH 


With gasoline still quoted at twen­ 
ty-three cents the gallon, some of the 
large oil manufacturing companies of 
Texas have reduced crude prices by 
twenty-five cents per barrel. 
Crude 
oil is now as low as eighty cents a 
barrel. Ten years ago when crude oil 
was worth approximately the samA 
price it is bringing today, gasoline 
sold for ten cents the gallon. 
The price of twenty-three cents a 
gallon for gasoline levies an unwar­ 
ranted tax on the owners of millions 
of automobiles in the United States. 
It is out of all reason compared with 
the cost of the raw product. 
The price of from eighty cents to 
one dollar per gallon for lubricating 
oil, with crude selling at approxi­ 
mately the same price to the barrel, 
is unreasonable to the point of ab­ 
surdity. 
Relatively there is not a great 
amount of difference in the cost of 
refining oil and the cost of refining 
sugar. 
At present prices of raw and 
refined sugar the sugar man has a 
spread of about one and one-hall 
cents the pound, raw sugar costing 
$5.30 deli i red and refined selling at 
$6.80 pet hundred, or a cost of less 
than thin 
per cent for the refining. 
At present prices the oil refiner is 
getting something like one thousand 
per cent on gasoline and four thous­ 
and per cent on lubricating oils. 
The situation is one that the man­ 
ufacturers of motor cars and the 
owners of such cars should take up 
with the view of establishing some 
sort of co-operativw link that will 
guarantee motive power and lubri­ 
cating at something like a reasonable 
profit on operation costs.

On Tuesday the commissioners’ 
court decided that the farm and home 
demonstration work should he con­ 
tinued in Wise county for another 
year.

Judge W. D. Baseball, presiding 
over the court, called for expres­ 
sions from the good-sized crowd of 
farmers and business men present as 
to their wishes in the matter.

the practical methods of the county 
agent their farms bad been increased 
in value greatly. Several of tile farm 
ors also plead for a marketing sys­ 
tem here which wo-id assist them in 
selling their products.

ing that farmers did not need some 
one to show them how to farm. 
Representatives uf the A. & M. ex­ 
tension department were present, and 
explained the work of the county 
agents, and assured the court and 
the people of the county of the hear­ 
ty co-operation of the college with 
the agent of the county and the peo­ 
ple who wished to take advantage of 
the work by the department. 
E. T. Kemp, wYo has been the 
county agent here tor five years, has 
resigned his place in the county, and 
his place will be filled by another 
man who has the recommendation of 
the extension department and the 
sanction of the commissioners’ court.
